J. A. Rupp direct- 
ing Chief of Police Shaugrhnessy to 
i i. form the manager of the Yellow 
Ca;i Co. that privately owned auto- 
mobile;; have the right to stup at the 
pijuiorm in iront of tho Northwest- 
era station to discharge and take on 
piisM-nsrers, nnd in tho future are 
r.ot to be "bumped" from their 
parking place by the Yellow cabs. 
The resolution was amended by Aid. 
G. II, Mason to include all taxi lines, 
but it wns said that the Yellow cab 
lino is the only offender. 


The council members waxed warm 


in thoir denunciation of tho 
taxi 


company, and charges of other ir- 
rctrulnritics 
which 
involved 
the 


members of the police department, 
a.-, well as 
the cab drivers, were

"There seems to be no reg 
ulation of speed for them, but an in- 
dividual is snatched up and taken to 
r-ourt and lined if he dares go over 
cijrht miles an hour."

Judge Gives a Decision 


Holding That Law Is

Constitutionality of the law creat- 


ng the Wisconesin Eeal Estate Bro- 
ten board wa* -upheld by Judge E. 
Ray Stevens jn the Dane county cir- 
cuit court thi* morning. 


The opinion stated that the law 


allowed doe process of law and was 
not discriminatory. 


Attorneys for Richard 
Lehman, 


Milwaukee real estate dealer, who 
trrooght writ against the board cre- 
ated by the 1919 legislature, will 
probably make an appeal to the 
State Supremo court in an effort to 
have the decision reversed. 


Judge Stevens in ihis opinion de- 


clared that the statute' "does not 
deprive the relator of his right to 
due process of law. The findings 
of the real estate brokers' board 
stands on the same basis before the 
court as do the findings of the In- 
dustrial commission which are re- 
viewed under the provisions of the 
workmen's compensation act, under 
the same rules that prevail in ac- 
tions brought to review the deci- 
sions of administrative officers and 
bodies," he said. 
"The act is not.,void because it 


is discriminatory in that it exempts 
banks and trust companies from .its 
provisions,' the opinion of 
Judge 


Stevens states. "These 
corpora- 


tions are the most carefully super- 
vised of any that are doing business. 
All decisions recognize the right of 
the legislature to exempt such dis- 
tinct- classes from the operation of 
such a law as that here under con- 
sideration."

possible because of the fact that he 
supplied officials with so much infor- 
mation. He was commanded to re- 
turn to Madison and to get in touch 
with State Prohibition Officer Park- 
inson and tell him the same story.

en. He told Portage officials of the 
comparative ease with which liquor 
can be bought in Greenbush.

THE WAR GRAFT 


ANTE PIERCE, editor of the Wisconsin Farmer, has th 
following to say in the current issue on the subject of war 


graft: 


"The recent announcement of Attorney-General Daugherty 


that he was going to proceed against the big war grafters wilfl 
In my opinion, meet with universal approval More encouraging 
than anything else in the announcement of this official was his 
declaration that he was not after the little fellows and that he 
will throw back any minnows caught and let them start over 
It Is true that the small grafter as wefi as the big one deserves 
punishment but it is so seldom that government officials ever 
catch anything except small grafters that I feel that the public 
will approve the announced leniency for the minnows if Attor- 
ney-General Daugherty will onJy capture a few sharks. 


"How much was stolen from our government by war con- 


tracts during the recent conflict will probably never be known 
but optimistic treasury officials have estimated that the hunt 
for war grafters might result ultimately in the return of two 
billions of dollars. There was never a time when the taxpayers 
of the nation had greater need for the relief which the return 
of this loot would give; and I know of but few possible accomp- 
lishments that would redound more to the credit of the adminis- 
tration than a success ol search for this stolen money. In addi- 
tion to recovering the graft on war contracts the attorney- 
general should carry out his promise that criminal prosecution 
win be brought against the scoundrels who swindled their own 
government at a time when the life of the nation was at stake. 


"It is well for the attorney-general to remember, however, 


that he will be judged by performances rather than by prom- 
ises. It Is not likely that the taxpayers will indulge in any pre- 
mature rejoicing! over his announcement. In recent years about 
everything and everybody has been investigated by some of- 
ficial body, but the net results have been disappointingly meager. 
In fact the public has come to look upon the average investiga- 
tion as a tiresome farce, and the ordinary individual wi" smile 
skeptically when he reads that some government official is 
really going to punish any big grafter or profiteer. Attorney- 
general Daugherty is much in the position of the boy who cried 
'Wolf! Wolf!' when there was no wolf; for though he is not to 
blame for the faihire of others, the public which has been fooled 
30 often that it will respond only when it sees at least one war 
wolf behind the bars and his stealings returned to the United 
Stales treasury. 


"But I am sure that the producers of the Middle West will 


join In hoping that all the big grafters will be uncovered and 
receive their just punishment The government has proceeded 
relentlessly against every individual who evaded the draft, and 
even conscientious objectors have received but littl* mercy. 
But there has been an amazing leniency in the case of those 
traitors who sold to the government shoddy goods and took ad- 
vantage of war conditions to charge both the government and 
the consumers outrageous prices. It is a poor law that does 
not work with equal efficiency in the case of both the rich' and 
the poor, and It is an unjust government which publishes the 
names of draft evaders and permits the men who made millions 
by trickery and graft to hide their names and hold their loot. 
Attorney-General Dan^herty is doing nothing more than his 
luty in proceeding against the big war grafters, and I trust that 
for once governmental promises will be carried out to the letter."
